spokesman said) ‘‘we couldn’t get 
that kind of space elsewhere.” 


An October special issue of Expan- 
sion Management reviews research 
parks across the country and refers 
to the “unique benefits’? of those 
affiliated with universities, such as 
combining business acumen with the 
resources of a university. It refers to 
University Park and its relationship 
with Southern [llinois University at 
Edwardsville as an example . 

The fourth publication, National 
Real Estate Investor, includes Illinois 
in their St. Louis city review. The 
article highlights the availability of 
affordable land in St. Charles County 
and Illinois as well as mentioning 
office and hotel development projects 
under way in Fairview Heights 


“Plants, Sites and Parks, Expan- 
sion Management, National Real 
Estate Investor and Outlook are well- 
respected national publications. Cor- 
porate site location managers use 
them to identify ideal locations for 
relocation or expansion,’’ said Jim 
Pennekamp, executive director of the 
council. ‘“‘Being recognized nationally 


is a first for our region and says a lot 
about what we have to offer and what 
were doing to Attract business.”’ 

Pennekamp said there was ‘‘a 
method to their madness’’ in promot- 
ing the area 

For many years, the council, local 
politicians and economic development 
groups have emphasized improving 
the infrastructure — especially trans- 
portation — to attract business. Since 
much of that has been completed, the 
council is now trying to promote the 
area, both regionally and nationally 


The council expanded its marketing 
communications program this year to 
reach a larger Midwestern and 
national audience in an effort to cre- 
ate jobs in southwestern Lllinois. E 
lier this year, southwestern Illino! 
also was written about in Midwest 
Real Estate News, Illinois Real 
Estate Journal and Midwest Industri- 
al Properties 

“When we started this (about six 
years ago), we did some research to 
determine what folks in Missouri 





thought about Jllinois, and what they 
knew about Illincis,’’ Pennekamp 
said. ‘‘Folks in Missouri had absolute- 
ly no knowledge about what was 
going on in Illinois. 

“Those kinds of things will continue 
to be done, but it was also time for

College board votes 


to dissolve district 


Like students at Metropolitan Community College, civic 
leaders are split on how to best bring about change at the 
institution. 

But they agree that change is needed. 

A report released last week by a group of community col- 
lege representatives studying MCC since May states that the 
college has “insurmountable problems that require immedi- 
ate action by the school’s state overseers. 

The Illinois Gommunity College Board, which appointed the 
study group in May, took that action Friday and dissolved the 
college district as of Jan. 1. 

It was the first time in the state’s history a college district 
created by a vote of district residents has been dissolved. 

The local Board of Trustees will be replaced by a six-mem- 
ber advisory committee of one state community College presi- 
dent, one state college trustee, two state college administra- 
tors and one representative of the former college district. 

The college will be funded by the state until the ICCB 
determines by June 2000 how to maintain the East St. Louis 
campus. The report recommends annexation to an existing 
college district or permanently contracting for educational 
services.

The Cahokia Board of Education expelled six students 
Wednesday for bringing weapons to school. 

Five of them were expelled for the rest of the school year, 
Superintendent Bob Bresnahan said Thursday. The board also 
expelled a kindergarten student until the second semester 
starts Jan. 21. 

Students cannot attend a public school in Illinois while 
they are expelled, Bresnahan said. They may attend out-of- 
state public schools and private or parochial schools.

Many home repairs are simple and 
quick, Here are easy remedies for a 
few common problems: 

Shower heads: 

Mineral deposits can clog water 
holes. Remove the shower head cap 
and unclog the holes with a large 
needle or a piece of wire, pushing it 
through the openings until they are 
clear. Then scrape away any of the 
deposits left on the inside of the cap 
Replace 

Floors: 

For squeaky floor boards, put 
powdered graphite between the 
boards — use a putty knife if 
necessary. Squeaks ¢an be quieted 
temporarily with liquid soap 

Ceilings 

Plaster Cracks: Patching a thin 
ceiling crack is a relatively simple 
repair, Use spackling compound. Widen 
the crack first by using a pointed beer 
can opener. Just draw the point along 
the crack with firm, even pressure 
Then dampen the new opening using a 
paint brush dipped in water or a spray 
dispenser. Force prepared spackle into 
the crack with a putty knife or trowel

If you have ever wondered why an 
oil filter should be changed every 3,000 
miles or an air filter every 24,000 
miles, consider this: 

‘At 40 miles per hour, oil flows 
through the lubrication system at a 
rate of 3.5 gallons per minute — in 
other words, 210 gallons per hour 

3,000 miles, it’s not the four or 
five quarts of oil in the system. that 
you have to worry about. It’s the 15,000 
zallons of oil that have passed through 
the oil filter 
If your car gets 20 miles per gallon, 
it will burn two gallons of gasoline and 
20,000 to 24,000 gallons of air in one 
hour. Even’ at an average 20 mpg, this 
air filter will have cleaned 13.2 million 
gallons of air over 24,000 miles. That is 
roughly 67 tons of air (at standard 
temperature and pressure) 

This information comes from the 
engineers at Fram Filters. They have 
compiled some surprising statistics 
about oil and air filters and the 
damage dirt can cause to your engine. 

Oil Filters 

Oil that lubricates and cools the 
engine is picked up by the engine’s oil 
pump, cleaned by the oil filter, and 
reused. It is vital that any dirt, or 
contamination, picked up by the 
circulating oil be removed before it is 
pumped back into the engine. 

Even though the typical engine » 
carries only four to five quarts of oil, 
constant recirculation means that an 
average 15,730 gallons have passed

through the filter in 3,000 miles. That is 


why it is wise knowledgeable car 
owners usually think in terms of 3,000- 
to 3,500-mile oil and filter change 
intervals. With regular maintenance, 
their engines should easily reach 
100,000 miles. By that time-525,000 
gallons—or 1,943 tons—of oil will have 
been filtered. 
Oil circulating in an engine travels 
from hot areas to cooler ones, helping 
| to equalize temperatures. Over time, 
engine heat evaporates some of the 
lighter, more volatile components of 
| the oil, causing it to oxidize and 
\ thicken As a result, it is no longer as 
\ effective a lubricant for the car’s 
\ engine. This is one reason regular oil 
and filter changes are needed.

s: This works well if 
you have matching leftover wallpaper 
and the design is an overall or large 
pattern. Remove the torn area and 
surrounding paper following the 
design — the more uneven the design, 
the less the patch will be noticed.

Cut a matching design patch from 
the leftover paper, cover the back with 
a thin coat of wallpaper paste and

Seams Opening: Fill a plastic 
squeeze bottle with wallpaper paste.

Wipe it on with a clean, 
dry cloth, then remove the powder with 
another clean dry cloth.

‘And while everyone has heard of leaks 
that let oil drip out of an engine, a 
defective air filter or any leaks in the 
engine’s intake air supply will let 
contaminants slip into the engine. 

Air Filters 

Engines consume vast amounts of 
air. Fram engineers note that an 
engine uses 10,000 to 12,000 gallons of 
air for each gallon of gasoline burned, 
and that a car delivering 20 mpg 
consumes about 550 gallons of air per 
mile. 

The air filter is your car’s first 
defense against harmful dirt; before it 
goes anywhere, air meets the filter. 
And, in spite of the huge amount of air 
that’ moves through it, an air filter only 
needs to be replaced after about 24,000 
miles of normal driving 

Vacuum created by engine operation 
draws in the air needed for the engine 
to run. Considering the amount of air 
that an engine requires, it is critical 
that the air be fillered, any dust-laden 
air that gets in will cause excessive 
internal wear 

Engines have several places where 
vacuum leaks may occur, making it 
possible for unfiltered air to enter and 
cause damage. Dirty air can slip past 
an air filter element not properly 
positioned in its housing. An air filter 
element that has been dropped very 
likely does not fit correctly. It should 
be discarded 

Leaks also may appear between the 
air filter housing and the carburetor or 
engine. Air filters that sit on top of the 
carburetor should have a gasket 
between the filter housing and the 
carburetor. These gaskets are often 
missing so check to see if it i 
not, replace it. If it is in place, check 

















for signs of uneven contact and replace 


the gasket if it appears air may ship 
past it. Make sure that ductwork 
between remote-mounted filters and 
the engine has no leaks 

It is also possible for air leaks to 


develop in the engine itself. In the ATZ 


case of cars with carburetors, vacuum 
leaks on the engine’s intake manifold 
are hard to ignore since they will 
cause the.car to run roughly. Also, 
many accessories are 
yvacuum-operated. 

For example, if the cruise control 
works erratically, if the heater vents 


change from dash to floor to defrost, or 


if the power brakes become hard to 
use, a vacuum leak may be the cause. 
But these leaks affect more than just 
accessories. They also may impede 
operation of the brakes in addition to 
exposing the engine to potentially 
damaging dust.
